The name of Stephen D. Hendricks ap- 
pears in big black letters in the Portland 
eity directory, as manager there tor t lie 
New York lirni of Leonard & Kllis, with of- 
fice at No. 145 Front street and residence 
at No. 209 Main. 

Mr. Hendricks is not, however, to he 
found at either of tho places named, the 
stnry of his departure being tints related hy 
the Oregoninn ; 

" It is six years since Mr. Hendricks 
took a wife, the lady who now despondent- 
ly waits for his return at •_ , 0!J Main struct, 
and .some three years since he took up his 
abode in Portland. During all this time 
bis married lot bus been distinctly tho op- 
posite of the legended policeman, .Mrs, 
Hendricks has been the financial member of 
tho family — kept the money uid the books, 
and rendered to their Now York employers 
a just nnd true accounting lor funds col- 
lected and disbursed on tboif account. On 
the 1st of August, which fell upon a Friday, 
.Stephen bade his faithful wife farewell, ex- 
pecting to celebrate upon his return the ad- 
dition to his family of the lirst child of tho 
six yours' marriage, and left for the Sound, 
where his duty called him. On Tuesday, 
August oth, he mailed n letter to her from 
Seattle, which said that he was then on the 
ova of departing for Foirhftvon ; that he 
was staying at the Hotel Russol, and that 
his mail should be addressed to him there. 

"Time went on, anil no more word came 
from him.

'• Speculation as to the cause of Ucn- 
tlrlck's conduct are varied. Perhaps bis 
mind lias failed him. Perhaps the night 
that was to have seen him on tho way to 
F.'iirhaven, found him in the presence of a 
frailer, though nioro fascinating, charmer 
than the wife of his early manhood. All 
the money he took with him was $40, which 
would not go far in a matrimonial venture 
of that kind.

Vice-President Webb SayS that the 
Company Need Not Oivo Rea- 
sons for Discharges. 

TUB If, Y. CENTRAL INVESTIGATION. 
New York, Sept. 3. — Purcell K. Robert- 
son, and Donovan, of the stato board of ar- 
bitration, to-day began an investigation of 
the cause of the strike on the New York 
Central railway. Walter Webb, third vice- 
president of (he company, appeared with 
Frank Loomis, counsel for tho road, nnd 
Hamilton Harris, of Albany, to advise him. 
General Roger W. Prior was present as 
counsel for the Knights of Labor, d. J. 
Holland and A. W. Wright, of the general 
executive board of the Knights, were also 
present. Vice- President Webb, being called, 
said : — " Tho company has no controversy, 
nor has it had any with its employes. On 
August St b a number of our employes left 
our" service. Since then their places have 
been lilled and the road operated 
successfully. The cause alleged for 
those men leaving was because 78 
men of the 22,000 on tho road had been 
discharged because they wore Knights id' 
Labor. These men were discharged by my 
order 'Jor good and sufficient cause. Tho 
company had tho right to discharge any of 
the men without giving reasons for so 
doing. Cross-examined by Prior, Webb 
said tho men were discharged (or lack of 
employment and unsatisfactory services. 
His knowledge was obtained from the se- 
cret ser\ ice bureau of the road. Witness 
could not produce tho reports made by bis 
secret service, os they were now not in ex- 
istence. Webb was then asked when be 
first, arranged for the employment of the 
Pinkcrton men. Harris objected, but the 
board bold that the employment. „f agencies 

to protect its property wasaiuuiterof public 
i iterest, and not a private .natter, . as 
neld by counsel. Thereupon Harris di- 
rected Webb not to answer, i On being 
asked if he ever requested aid and protec- 
tion from the police betore ha employed 
Pinkcrton men, Webb said he had not. 
This ended the testimony for tho Central. 
E. J. Lee, master workman of district 24,8, 
tcstilied that district IMG ordered the strike 
because the company bail violated its agree- 
ment with the men, in which it was agreed 
lo give reasons for all discharges. Witness 
rdwuys performed his duty faithfully, and 
at the time of his discharge was an extra 
hand, and was on leave until he wus ready 
to report for work. ' On Aug. 8 Toucoy told 
witness .he was an agitator and would not 
bo taken back, but that he would not be 
blacklisted, and if bo could get a situation 
on thu New Haven road he (Touecy) would 
give him a recommendation. 

Charles Mallor, member of tho executive 
committee, D. A. L'4G, testified that ho was 
discharged July 29tb, after eight years' em- 
ployment. Was (old it was because he had 
lied in order to obtain a pass. The charge 
was false. J. J. Holland, of tbo general 
executive board, described his visit to Mr. 
Y ebb made by order of the executive 
board, to endeavor to adjust the trouble be- 
tween the road and its employees. Mr. 
Toucey had said to him (Holland) that Mr. 
Webb did not know the temper of the men, 
and intimated that he was acting too hast- 
ily. Wi'.cors told Toucey that if Mr, 
D'opow wero here he believed tho 
trouble would never have OOOlUrOll. 
John W. Devlon, of tho general 
executive board, do?Sribeu the interview 
with Mr. Toucey, in which he explained the 
at '"tudc of the Knights toward the road, 
and gtf tf0 him to understand that if cause 
were sho\ v " (he discharges the board 
would upho.'d lie; company. The eamo 
ground was gone over the same day with 
Mr. Webb, who refused to make any con- 
cessions. At this interview Mr. Powdcrly, 
who was present, was strongly impressed 
with the idea that the company was attack- 
ing the organization, and requested Mr. 
Webb to question some of the men dis- 
charged. Mr. Webb made no reply. 
.1. Lee, recalled, said he had cabled Mr. 
Dcpew tit Paris and received no reply. He 
had made strong efforts to prevent 
a strike, nnd had a long cor- 
respondence with Mr. Powdcrly. Ho 
identified the correspondence. In the first 
letter, dated February 13th, 1890, Mr. 
Powdcrly complimented Lee on bis skillful 
management of O.N. D.A. Division 246, and 
advised Lee to feel his way carefully," re- 
membering that he is coping with one of the 
strongest corporations in America, and ad- 
vising the order to treat, the company cour- 
teously. Under date of April, Mr Pow- 
dcrly regretted lo sec the road was picking 
off SO many Knights, anil advised Leo to do all 
that was possible to prevent a strike, which 
he said was what tho road wanted. " The 
Order," he wrote, "could not snppport a 
strike. Besides I am informed Mr. Dopew 
is anxious to have the mon Strike, On 
July 30th, Leo wrote Powdcrly that the 
road was crowding the Knights very hard, 
evidently trying to force a strike, traffic be- 
ing dull. He. himself had boon discharged, 
and half of (he men wero anxious to strike. 
On August, 2nd, Powdcrly wrote regretting 
the condition of affairs, saying that if there 
was to be trouble it would come in Depew's 
absence. Ho still advised an avoidance of 
the strike at all hazards, as the order could 
not support it. "Act on the following sug- 
gestions," he wrote: "Select from your men 
such as are good and reliable and secure 
places for iheni in the west. Then have 
them ask for shorter hours and higher pay.

If a strike is inevitable let tho men of the 
New York Central enter it with their eyes 
open." Mr. Powdcrly was called', and re- 
lated his interview with Mr. Webb, but 
said nothing new. Pending the strike be 
suid ho had no interview with any of the 
road's oflkials The board announced that 



if neither side called Messrs. Voorhcej, Ris- 
sell, Stevens or Lyons, tho board would do 
so to-morrow. Adjourned. 



AN IMPORTANT QUESTION. 

Mr. RIthet Addresses the Board of Trade Re* 
gardlug the Outer Wharf Works. 

At the regular monthly meeting of the 
Board of Trade yesterday afternoon, a Com- 
munication was received from Mr. R. P. 
Rithet with reference to the work which bo 
is now prosecuting at the Outer Wharf. An 
is well understood, Mr. Rithet is carrying 
on this work at his own expense, and is 
furthermore dredging the space alongside 
the wharf to a low water depth of thirty 
feet. 

He mentions in his letter to the board 
that he thinks it would be asking too much 
of him to expect him to dredge the whole 
entrance to the harbor, which work, ho 
considers, clearly conies within the province 
of the Dominion Government. Mr. Rithet 
explained that his object in addressing tho 
board was to ask that they be good enough 
to notify the lion, the Minister of Pnblie 
Works to undertake this work so that it 
might be completed at the same time thu.t> 
the wharves were ready for use. 

A resolution was passed in this sense, 
urging upon the department the necessity 
and importance of this work to Victoria.

Hartley, of Van- 
couver, moved that a committee be ap- 
pointed to draft a labor platform to be snti- 
mitted to all candidates for Dominion hon- 
ors. This provoked a lively discussion of a 
political character. The British Columbia 
delegates announced, amidst applause, that 
three miners had been elected tor the pro- 
vincial legislature. The resolution was hist, 
the feeling of the congress being that tho 
resolutions adopted were satisfactory.

There is no news at railroad headquarters. 
Direct wires are down and there is notliin*- 
by the Associated Press. Two persons 
wero fatally injured, and Umpire ICn 
Young seriously. 'IN'ono were killed out- 
right, but a number were badly bruised. 
The names not obtainable here. 

St. Pai l, Sept. 1. — The Northern Pacific 
railroad pfficials late to-night g.>t word of 
an accident to the passenger train which 
left Tacoma this afternoon. When four 
miles east of Eagle Gorge, about 00 miles 
I from Tacoma, the train struck a broken 
| rail, derailing the tank of the engine and 
several coaches. Several passengers wero 
injured, but no names have been received. 

Hot SrniNGS, Wash., Sept. L— A terrible 
accident occurred on the Northern Pacific 
railroad to-night four miles from Elgle 
Gorge, about (iO miles from Tacoma. 

Passenger train No. 2, east-bound, was 
wrecked and twelve persons injured, two 
fatally. Tender of the second engine, 
mail, express and baggage cars, smoker, 
emigrant and two day conchei were thrown 
from the track. Physicians were sent from 
Ellensburg, and the injured will be taken to 
Tacoma. Ren Young, an umpire of Ihu 
Northwest League, and a man mimed Keep- 
pier, it is thought, are fatally injured.

Buffalo, N. Y., Sept. 2, (midnight). — 
The News to-night says it was learnod at 
noon to-day that a large meeting of the 
strikers was held at East Buffalo last night 
and the strike formally declared off. Tho 
men were told to go and get any 
positions they could. This morn- 
ing the strikers Hooked to tho 
East Buffalo yards, and dozens asked 
for reinstatement. They were refused tle.dr 
old positions by Mr. Moloney, who said ho 
had strict orders not to take any of the men 
back. The strikers tire bitter about the 
way they were treated by tho labor leaders, 
who induced them to strike. They claim 
that the men went out without know- 
ing why they struck. It appoara 
from tho declaration of the mon that tbo 
striko had never been ordered. Major Mc- 
Gowan, of the Albany Knights of Labor 
was in Buffalo a tow days betore the switch- 
men struck. Without consulting Master 
Workman Moriarity or anybody else ho 
went out to East Buffalo at .'J o'clock in the 
morning and told tho Knights' crows to 
quit work. Ho told them that the Central 
road had been tied up and tho result was; 
tho men struck, believing that they had 
been ordered out by (J rand President 
Sweeney. Sweeney was telegraphed to on 
tho Monday following, and then the men 
received information that he had not 
ordered the strike, but that they had gone 
out on tho word of a Knight of Labor. They 
could not return to work until ordered to. 
Muny who wished to go buck wero nfraidl 
of being culled non-unionists. 
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THE QUESTION OF FAITH. 

IBs. Justice Drake Dismisses the Application to 
Bet k ia»ae order or the Cnici JuBtlce. 

In the case ro the infant children of 
the late James William Douglas, which 
has been argued before Mr. Justice 
Drake, I ho learned judge has delivered 
the following decision: 

In this ease the Chief Justice on the 
Ifitli of August last made an order re- 
atraining the defendant from removing 
or allowing to bo removed James An- 
drew Douglas and John Douglas, the in- 
fant ch ldren of James William Douglas, 
•deceased, out of tho jurisdiction of ths 
court until thetrial of tho action or fur- 
ther-order. 1 am now asked to discharge 
that order. The facts as far as it is 
necessary to cite them are as follows: 

James William Douglas married the 
defendant on the 15th "May, 1878, both 
parties at that time being members of the 
tie formed Episcopal church. James Wil- 
liam died the 7th November, ISSJ, leav- 
ing the defendant and the above named 
iiuants surviving him. James Andrew 
was 11 years old on 20tl» February last, 
and John is now !I years and 11 months. 

The Reformed Episcopal church is a 
Protestant body, an off shoot of the 
Chinch of England, differing with that 
body in certain points of doctrine, but 
on the whole strongly Protealai t. 

JaineSgDouglas by his will dated 8th 
Noveinbor, 1882, appointed John So- 
baatian Helmckon, tho plaintiff, D. R. 
Harris, ana tho defendant executors of 
bis will and guardians of 1, is children, but 
he did not in any w ay allude to tliuir re- 
Hgioix training. Dr. Helmcken re- 
nounced probate and disclaimed the 
truth of the will.

ii u.'i a! or of this Protestant booy uji to his 
death. 

The defendant, after tho death of bur 
husband, which took place in California, 
continued to reside there with her child- 
ren until the in nth of Juno last, when 
eho came to Victoria and oxpresscd her 
intention of taking the children to Eng- 
land to bo educated, as is a leged, though 
not so expressly stated, at some Roman 
Catholic school. 

Tho plaintiff, who h the other guardian 
of the infants, desires that the children 
should bo edu ated at sumo Protestant 
school an 1 placed in the meanwhile under 
pr$CT c< ntre 1. 

The duties of guardians over tlio por- 
tions of their wards are; in addition to 
tiie custody and control, which are os- 
pj.'inlly vested in them by the fact cf 
their appointment, tho education and 
training of the children, which includes, 
of co (use, their religious training.

PUBLIC HEALTH. 

To tub Enixou :— In to-day's issue of 
Thk. Colonist "Ratepayer" takes ex- 
ception to my statement that the sani? 
tary condition of Victoria is "abominable, 
filthy and disgraceful." This ho denies. 
I, on hiy part, reiterate the assertion. 
Reference to the Dominion health statis- 
tics dues not support his position. They 
are totally unreliable. "Ratepayer" 
says that every caso of typhoid fever in 
this city "so far reported" arose from 
prevent iblo causes. This I grant. There 
are hundreds of similar " causes" at large 
fur the health department to see to. But 
to whom were these cases of fever " re- 
ported ? " Surely no one means to say 
that oyery case of an infectious or con- 
tagious disease is "reported?" I am 
not oven aware that any untinjation of 
such diseases is demanded by tho health 
department. At any ra'o it, is not car- 
ried out. We were told a few days ago, 
through your columns, that there is less 
disease in the city this fall than in pre- 
vious years, but this is purely a matter of 
con jecture, and may, or may not be true. 
Of course I may be in error, but I think 
I am correct when I assert that no reli- 
able health records arc kept in Victoria. 

Jf Victoria "compared with other coast 
cities " is " cleanly and .sweet smelling,'' 
then I can only commend t heir poor in- 
habitants to the merciful care of Pro- 
vidence. Poisoning by aewer gas at 
Boulogne^ or anywhere else, only shows 
poor sewerage, or bad plumbing, and 
docs not detract from the value' of the 
principles of sewerage. It is the 
ticol application that is faulty. 
M 1 1| ureal V, sanitary arrangements 
i uorant, but so far as Ton nto goes, tho 
following extract from tho Mail of Auguat 
I8tb| fully explains why, in spite of sewer- 
age; typhoid fever still prevails. The 
only wonder is why there is not "any 
amount" more ! In some instances, o. g., 
the privies, garbage, necessity for house 
drainage, etc., the cap tits Victoria as 
wc'l as Ti u ■( into : ' - 

•• In tho April report of tho health de- 
partment Dr. Cannitf dealt with this class 
of diseases and clearly traced them to tho 
negltget'icd-' of the city fathers in not 
adopting such measures as would main- 
tain the h lalth of tho ei y. The days 
have gone by when the disease could b • 
attributed to Divine will, either in the 
form of a blessing or a chastisement. 
MedicaJ science has clearly demonstrated 
th it'typhoid, diphtheria and such diseases 
are due to unsanitary conditions of one's 
surroundings. There is no doubt of 
I hits,.- Nineteen our. of every 20 cases can 
bo directly traced to iusanitation. In a 
large city like Toronto too many precau- 
tions cannot bo taken against dire dis- 
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owing to the presence of decayed wood 
and leaves. Tons of just such decayed 
wood on tho streets alter. the heavy rains 
that prevailed this year cannot bo con- 
ducive to health. In view of tho epide- 
mics at present raging in Europe, said to 
be duo to the susceptibility of individuals 
to diseases of this class, such as cholera, 
typhus, typhoid, and diphtheria, and af- 
ter the trying ordeal of la grippe, it may 
bo hoped that efforts will at once be. m ;,de 
to cleanse tho city and abolish the 
causes. 

Tlio medical officer of health for 
Toronto is evidently active in tho per- 
formance of his duties. 

I wonder what tho " health statistics " 
would show were the population of Vic- 
toria equal to that if Toronto? And, 
remember, our population is increasing, 
and the proper steps to ensure duo 
sanitary conditions must be taken Now. 

Tlio peculiar climatic advantages of 
Victoria in a great measure) account for 
its (alleged) healthier condition. 

If it be " sensational " to call attention 
to unplpasanfc tacts, I. plead guilty, but 
the weight of guilt does not bow mo to 
the ground, 

If those "mossbaclcs," brilliant ex- 
amples of how-not-to-do-it, who object to 
tho proposed expenditure, really care for 
the city, let thorn throw aside all pre- 
judice ami every Hellish motive, and do 
their utmost to make Victoiia what slip 
should, and can, he the pride of the 
Dominion.

Every 
house should he properly drainod, ami 
when an accident happens to the drainage 
apparatus, the occupant should he made 
liable to a heavy penalty unless repairs 
are made at onee. 

NECESSAUY PIUS OA OTIOKS. 

The use of well water should also be 
done away with. A well cannot he pure 
in huch a large eity as this. The soakage 
of impurities from the surrounding land 
foul the water, it matters not how bright 
and sparkling it may bo in appearance. 
A. few grains of permanganate of potash 
in a goblet of such water will give it a 
inuddish colour, showing the presence of 
organic matter. Many people save water 
ratcH by using such wells. in many of 
the American cities this difficulty has 
been overcome by charging every house 
for water whether it is used or not. A 
by-law of this description would soon 
close all the wells in this city, and lead to 
tho uao of closets instead of privy pits. 

Physicians in tho United States are 
now generally of tho opinion that tho de- 
cayed cedar blocks on block-paved streets 
are a source of disease. Swampy districts 
when lirst settled upon aro malarious,

York Mail a id Express, and look for ox- 
amplo 'rather to sucli instances of suc- 
cess at homo as arc afforded by workers 
liko Mits. Thomas S. Taylor, of Plain- 
Qcld, N. J., who has built up a larjjo 
business in tho makinjj of minco-moat 
and iilum puddings. Tho details of Mrs. 
Taylor's success aro not commonly 
known. She is a daughter-in-law of tho 
popular Dr. Taylor, late of Graco 
Church, and as In tho case of so many 
women thoro wan a family homo bul in>i, 
BUlUclent Income. He? noxt-door neigh- 
bor was tho late Mrs. liolon Nitsch, bet- 
tor known by hor nom do plume of 
"Catherine Owen," who gavo hor tho 
sensible advice thatsho put herculinary 
.skill to some account in money making.

project. The holidays wore coming, 

and she took S40 worth of orders as n ro- 
Bultofhor first day's expedition. All 
• lays, of course, woro not as prosperous, 
but among tho neighbors and towns- 
people her wares grow in demand. By 
rind by tho PlainAold grocer began to 
keop thorn, and now l h ire aro several 
groceries in New York whore they are 
also on sale. Mrs. Taylor has as much 
ns she can attend to, and all w ithout tho 
necessity of leaving her home. 

Often it needs hut the courago to try, 
and results are won In some similar 
Held. Tho women all over tho county 
who aro asking themselves almost hope- 
lessly: "What can I do that will not 
tako mo away from my little ones?" 
might take courage if they knew of tho 
efforts of other home workers whose 
successes aro real if not largo or spec- 
taoular enough to receive much public 
mention. Hero is an instance which 
lias como under my notice in Brooklyn: 
A woman, much of whose time is •..•cii- 
piod in tho care of a number of children, 
was looking about in quest of some- 
thing that might bring In money. 
A neighbor urged her to make bread, 
her loaves being famous in the 
circle which had tasted their sweetness 
and lightness, to add a syllable to a 
phrase. This neighbor agreed to take a 
loaf ovory day, and threo or four other 
families woro found ready to enter into 
t.ho arrangement. With a market, tor 
perhaps half a dozen loaves assured the 
experiment wasquickly under way, with 
no very sanguine expectations oi suc- 
cess; hut in dofault of any better plan. 
This was about eight or ton months ago, 
and without any very strenuous efforts 
to push the htisiness.it has grown to 
about the limits prescribed by the 
plucky baker's time and the capacities 
of an ordinary range oven. 

Twonty-flvo loaves is about the aver- 
ago daily baking and sometimes these 

are too few to Supply the demand. The 

bread is mixed in sevoral batches, and 

the oven is kepi, hot Until all are out of 

the way. Two sizes of loav es aro sup- 
plied, soiling at six and ten cents re- 
upoctivoly. Tho bread is weighed to 
keep tho loaf of standard measure, ac- 
cording to the usual custom at bakeries. 
Monday has proved the poorest day in 
tljo Week tor bread, sidling, but good 
sales aro to be counted on for Tuesdays, 
Thursdays and Saturdays. The average 

profit is about four dollars per week 
clear. So fortune certainly, hut, there 
.aro thousands of women whose skies 
would be brighter if they could sec a 
way to add that amount rogularly to 
their incomes. 

Two other young married women make 
candies for salo in a country village. 
They began during the holiday season 
a year rtgo and found it an oasy matter 
to get thoir wares placed on sale in tho 
village drug store. They asked sixty 
cents a pound, but tho candy 
shrank materially in weight tnrough 
evaporation if not disposed of immedi- 
ately, and they bad not learned the art 
of making it as tempting to tho cyo as 



to tho palate. But they renewed the 
experiment, (lacking their sweets — now 
as dainty as heart could desiro — in small 
fancy boxes holding perhaps half a 
pound. Eaoh box sells for twenty-live 
cents, and the candy is made only to 
order. There have been far more orders 
than they COU Id till. 

One woman In Brooklyn, assisted by 
a half-grown daughter, pickles vege- 
tables for sale and puis up preserves. 
She does a very good business. Anothor 
woman has a very practical Ul( a. Many 
housewives thoroughly appreciate soup, 
hut are debarred from having it on thoir 
tables because they think that to mako 
sou]) slock is very tedious and time-con- 
suming. 'This woman buys beef bones, 
boils them down, bottles and seals tho 
■ lock and oflors it for salo. She finds 
a good market among neighboring fam- 
ilies.

or Councillor CO uld vote on any mutter 
whatever or under any cireumstanceB, 
without ineir ring a penalty oE two thous- 
and live 1) unclred dollars. Whon our 
Yates sfcveeb contemporary discovered 
that thpi grotesque blundor had been 
commi tted it did not try to hold tho Hon. 
John Etobson or any member of tho Gov- 
ernment responsible for its perpetration. 
It was tho Loader of tho Opposition's 
blunder, and therefore it said very little 
i.aicecl, if it said anything at all, about it. 
Yet tho Municipalities B31, liko tho Uui- 
veraity Bill, was a public measure, and 
the Government was quite as responsi- 
ble for tho defects of tho one as it is for 
those of tho other. The Government 
stood ill precisely tho same relation to 
both of them. 

The Times, we trust, sees that in trying 
to fasten tho responsibility for the Uni- 
versity Act on the Government it has ex- 
pended its ingenuity and taken liberties 
with tho truth to very little purpose. It 
did not hold tho Government responsible 
for tho blunders of Mr. Beavon's bill. 
As it was not convenient or politic to du 
that, it should place tho blame of what- 
er defects the University Act contains 
on tho right shoulders. Holding the 
Government responsible for it is tho re- 
sult of of either ignorance or dishonesty. 
The organ is at liberty to chouse either 
honn of tho dilemma. 



A CASE IN POINT. 

Tho organ of tho Opposition, in an 
■elaborate article which shows that one of 
its writors possesses a very lively imagin- 
ation and no respect at all for tho truth, 
still insists upou it that the Government 
is in some way responsible for the Uni- 
versity Act. In order to gi -o it3 conten- 
tion anything like the appearance of rea- 
sonableness, it is obliged to create the 
grounds on which it rests. It asserts that 
the Government adopted the bill as their 
own. This is simply untrue. The Gov- 
ernment did not adopt tho bill ; they 
never thought of adopting it. 

In an imaginary conversation between 
the promoters of the bill and the Pre- 
mier, the latter gentleman is represented 
as saying : " The Government will adopt 
the bill and Rave you Sl'OO." Tho Pre- 
mier, of course, never said anything of 
the hind, and this will appear evident to 
cvory intelligent person who reads tho 
o inclusion of tho imaginary sen- 
tence of this imaginary conversation: 
"But the Government," explains the 
Premier, "declines all responsibility in the 
matter." Every ono knows that Mr. 
Bobs'on is a man of much moro than 
ordinary intelligence, and that, ho has had 
many years experience in the work of 
legislation, lint no Government leader, 
who knows how laws are made, would be 
so supremely foolish as to tell the dele- 
gation, after ho had, on the part of tho 
Government, promised to "adopt" their 
bill ; that the Government declines all 
responsibility in the matter, Those who 
heard him would know that when the 
Government adopted tho bill it, by that 
act, assumed full responsibility with 
respect to ' it — a responsibility which it 
could not possibly decline if it wished to 
do so. But the sequel showed that the 
Government did not adopt the bill. Its 
promoters placed it under tho charge, not 
of tho Government, but of Mr. Duck, 
a private member. This certainly would 
jiot havo been the case if, as the Times re- 
peatedly asserts, tho Government had 
adopted it. But the Times is not parti- 
cular as to tho terms it uses, and it con- 
sidered that tho word "adopt" would 
eerve its purpose as well as any other. 

The University Bill was introduced in- 
to tho Legislature simply as a public 
measure, and was treated as such by the 
House. No member of tho Opposition 
was so ignorant, or so stupid, as to hint 
that the Government had adopted it. As 
every ono knows, the Government as 
nueh is not responsible for such measures. 
A public bill is frequently full of errors 
«rben it receives tho Lieutenant-Govern- 
or's sanction. Yet no ono thinks of hold- 
ing the Government accountable for its 
defects. The Hon. Mr. Beaven's Muni- 
cipalities Bill is a caso in point. That 
bill passed through all its stages and be- 
camo law containing a number of errois, 
among which was ono so gross and so 
absurd that it made tho whole act inop- 
erative. The Hist section of that act in 
tho Statute of 188!) reads as follows : — 

" If ftny Mayor, Reeve, Alderman or 
Councillor shall vote at any meeting of 
tho Municipal Council suoh Mayor, Reeve, 
Alderman or Councillor shall forfeit to 
tho Corporation a sum of two thousand 
five hundred dollars, and as to the said 
sum tho samu may be recovered by action, 
to bo brought in the name of tho Corpor- 
ation, or of any ratepayer, and tho Cor- 
poration shall pay tho costs of suit of 
auv ratopayor recovering such penalty." 

It would bo hard to find a greater 
blunder than this in tho whole annals of 
legislation. Undor Mr. Beavon's Muni- 
cipalities Act, as it passod through the 
legislature, no Mayor, Roovo, Alderman 



B USIM2S8 TRA INI NG. 

When Mr. Andrew Carnegie gave it as 
his opinion " that college graduates, as a 
rule, make but little figure in commerce, 
or in tho direction of tiny of tho great 
modern industries or enterprises," ho ex- 
pressed tho view of moBfc thoughtful 
observers on this continent. Tho mon 
who havo built up North America havo 
not been what is called college-bred men, 
A scholar may be found among them here 
and there, but the captains of industry 
havo, on tho whole, had little to Jo with 
schools. What is true of commerce and 
manufactures is almost equally true of 
politics. The men who havo manned tho 
ship of state were, as a rulo, not nccom 
plished scholars. Of course, there have 
been scholarly men in tho *' learned pro- 
fessions," but there have been very many, 
and those by no means the least success- 
ful, who were no', scholarly at all. Wo 
are not suro that tho success of tho 
clergymen, tho lawyers, and the physici- 
ans and surgeons on this continent has 
been in proportion to their attainments 
as moro scholars. There are men who 
say that a University training has a tend- 
ency to make men unpractical. Litera- 
ture and, we fear, the work-a-day world 
are full of gontlo, unworldly scho'ars, who 
have beon unable to hold their own in tho 
struggle for existence. Their training did 
not tit them to quit themselves like 
men in tho battlo of life. In our own 
little country tho men who have been 
prominent and who havo done the most 
havo not been tho accomplished students. 
Tho sturdy man who h;i3 a big and active 
brain and has learned in the rough school 
of lif-' how to use it is often more than a 
match for his fellow citi/.en, it may bo of 
greater natural ability, who has spent tho 
years of his youth and early manhood in 
schools of one kind and another. Part of 
tho education of professional men is 
purely technical. We do not allude to 
this part, what wo speak of are the attain- 
ments that in tho general opinion go to 
make the scholar. Are those attainments 
of such use to men ns tho great majority 
of tho unlearned suppose? There are 
sceptics now in tho land who ask is a 
college degree of much use to any 01:0 in 
any walk of life 1 These people say that 
tho education which most men receivo is 
not such as fits them to perform tho 
duties of life, and that when they aro re- 
quired to do tho work by which they 
must earn t heir livelihood, they aro sur- 
prised to find how little they aro helped 
by the education they havo received. 

Herbert Spencer, who is 0110 of the 
deepest of living thinkers, has paid some 
attention to thi" subject. He, in his 
essay on education, in which, by the way, 
he gives tho first place to tho useful, says: 

" That which our school courses leave 
almost entirely out wo thus find to bo 
that which most nearly concerns the 
business of life. All our industries 
would cease were it not for that informa- 
tion which men begin to acquire as 
they best may after their education is 
said to bo finished. And were it not for 
this information, that has been from age 
to ago accumulated and spread by un- 
official^ means, these industries would 
never havo existed. Had there beon no 
teaching but such as is given in our pub- 
lic schools, England would now bo what 
it was in feudal times. That increasing 
acquaintance with tho laws of pheno- 
mena which has through successive ages 
enabled us to subjugate nature to our 
needs, and in the'o days gives tho com- 
mon laborer comforts which a fow cen- 
turies ago kings could not purchase, is 
scarcely in any degree owed to the ap- 
pointed neana of instructing our youth. 
The vital knowledge — that by which wo 
have grown as a nation to what we aro, 
and which now underlies our whole ex- 
istence — is a knowledge that has got 
itself taught in nooks and corners while 
tho ordained agencies for teaching havo 
been mumbling little elso but dead for- 
mulas." 

Here wo have tho secrot of tho want of 
success of college graduates in industrial 
and commercial occupations. They have 
not beon taught what is necessary to on- 
ablo them to excel in such pursuits. Tho 
standards of excellence set up by tho 
schools aro not the standards of tho 



business world, and "consequently success 
in schools and colleges does not make 
success in the world, for which the schools 
should be a preparation, certain or even 
probable. 

AN EXHORTATION. 

Our highly respected contemporary, 
the Columbian, favors us with a locturo 
on independence in journalism, which is 
well meant, no doubt, but which is a lit- 
tle difficult to understand. Is to dillor 
from tho Columbian to be wanting in in- 
dependence ? This is, it. appears, what its 
exhortation moans. It says that wo aro 
not independent because wo support the 
Government. It gives no other reason. 
Did it ever enter its mind that it is pos- 
sible for a newspaper to support an ad- 
ministration because it, on the whole, ap- 
proves of the policy it pursues? Is it not 
as possiblo for a journal to show its inde- 
pendence by supporting a Govemmont as 
by opposing it ? Why, then, does it not 
give us credit for being, at least, as inde- 
pendent ns it is i'self ? Wo have known 
organs of an Opposition which were the 
reverse of independent. Now if, instead 
of preaching to us in a way that we must 
say i.s somewhat pharisa'ical, our West- 
niinstercontemporary condescended to rea- 
son and show us in plain terms why we 
should desert tho Government and up- 
hold tho Opposition, would it nut be acting 
more rationally ? It might, to begin 
with, kindly tell us what tho Opposition 
is, who compose it, and what aro its prin- 
ciples. When it surmoun'ed that diffi- 
culty, which is by no means inconsider- 
able, it might then show 113 in what the 
Opposition excels the Government— what 
it will do for this province which the 
present Government is not doing. 

We confess that we are completely at 
sea with regard to tho Opposition. We 
do not know what aro its principles, or 
whether it has any principles or not. 
Outing tho election, some of its promin- 
ent members favored the siuglo tax, 
which involves tho confiscation of all 
lands held by private persons. The 
Colurr^xn, if wo do not mistake, sup 
portoj^fer half supported this policy. Is 
single tax a plank in tho Oppositiop plat- 
form ? Then tho Leader of tho Opposi- 
tion—is ho the leader now ?— spoke in 
favor of the Government going into tho 
business of building railways. Has it been 
decided that the building of railways by 
Government is to be another plank 
in tho Opposition platform / If that 
party has a policy why does not the Col- 
umbian and its other organs give it to tho 
country ? It surely does not expect us to 
desert the Government, which is doing 
very well indeed, to join that indefinite 
and indefinable thing which, for con- 
venience and courtesy sake, we call an 
Opposition. 

We do not ask tho Columbian to give a 
reason for its own political faith, for that 
might embarrass it, and wo wish to deal 
with it as tenderly as possible. All that 
wo ask it to do is to adduce ono or two 
plausible reasons why ho should exercise 
our independence in joining it to snap 
and snarl at tho present Government.

Programme of tho Exhibition of 1 bo Inland 
Association to Open at Komloopi 011 
October Mil. 

Tho pamphlet which has recently been 
issued in connection with tho approach- 
ing exhibition at Kamloops, opens with a 
paper on " Tho Duties of Exhibitors at 
our Agricultural Exhibitions," by Pro- 
fessor Thomas Shaw, of the Agricultural 
College at Guelpll, followed by a list, of 
the officers of this particular association. 
Tho president is Mr. Seiiiiin, M. P. P., 
tho secretary-treasurer being Mr. Dan. C. 
Morris, of Kamloops. All entries are to 
be made two clear days beforo Thursday, 
October 9th, nil live stock to be in the 
show yard not later than nine o'clock 011 
the morning of tho opening day, after 
which nothing will bo admitted. Tho 
forenoon of the first, day will 
bo set apart for judging. tho 
grounds being open to the public, 
at two o'clock in the afternoon of that 
day. There are live classes with 13 
separate sections for cattle: three classes 
and 1(1 sections for horses, and four 
classes for sheep, two sections for swine, 
"2 for poultry, six for dairy produce, 22 
for vegetables, 25 for field produce, ton 
for fruits, live for wagons and imple- 
ments, seven for articles of provincial 
manufacture; two sections having refer- 
ence to the salmon industry, twelve for 
flowers and plants, 24 for ladies' work, 
and seven connected with the lino arts. 
Special prizes aro offered for equestrian- 
ship; for wheat, grain, butter, carriage 
horses, bulls, tho greatest number of 
prizes in several departments, for tho 
best draught team, driving horse, for 
target shooting at 200 yards, and for 
aroseuo work on plush. There will be 
races on Friday and Saturday, October 
10th and 1 Lth, and altogether tho man- 
agement appear determined to make the 
exhibition and ils accompaniments in 
every way a success.

ACCIDENTALLY DROWNED. 

Win. I! II, of Thin City, IiOBtM III* Life In 
Lake Ontario by Falling From 
a Steamer. 

A well-known and popular man in the 
small circle in which be moved was William 
Bull, a stonecutter, wdio made his home 
until about five months ago nt 84 Dallas 
Road. By habits of thrift and care lie had 
succeeded in making for himself a comfort, 
able home, and by his good humor and 
kindly disposition he made friends of all 
his associates. Until about eight months 
ago his domestic life was unruilled by ad- 
versity, and then sickness laid hold upon 
his wife, who a few weeks later was carried 
to Ross Hay cemetery. Tho bereaved bus- 
hand mourned deeply and sincerely for his 
lost wife, and as the associations of the old 
place reminded him constantly of her, he 
concluded to sell out and return to his early 
home in England, there to spend the re- 
mainder of his days. He succeeded in dis- 
posing of his property for about $5,000, and 
left Victoria tor the oh! country some three 
months ago, intending to spend a few weeks 
with a sister in Hamilton, Out., before 
crossing the Atlantic. He reached Hamil- 
ton safely, remained there for a couple of 
weeks, and then decided to visit Toronto. 
While boarding the regular steamer for that 
city liu missed his footing on the gang 
plank and fell into the bay, from which his 
lio.ly was recovered half an hour later.

AN ANGRY CHILIAN MOB. 

Streets of VJ.lrar«l8» tlv Scene of Much 
Vlolonce-A Number of I'conle Killed. 

Panama, Sept. 1. —A letter from Val- 
paraiso, Chili, gives an account of the 
rioting that characterized the recent 
strikes there. Lt seoiiis that the launch- 
men and stevedores struck iii i ho morn- 
ing and soon compelled tho workmen in 
custom liouso to co.iao labor. Tho strikers 
demanded payment in coin, not in notes, 
and this demand caused the doors of the 
custom house to be closed ; a stop which 
was probably followed by most of tho 
business houses throughout the city. The 
strikers then formed a mob and visited 
several manufacturing establishments, do- 
ing much damage. A number of citizens 
appealed to tho authorities to act, but 
they remained passive for several hours, 
during, vi hich rioting and plundering were 
going on. 

Finally, after eighty men hud baeu 
wounded and twelve ki led, the author- 
ities determined to send out military 
pickets and defend the public oflices. 
By this time tho niwb, which had divided 
in tlire.i sections, was busily engaged in 
plundering and destroying stores in the 
streets not visited in the morning, com- 
pelling the workmen in all tho places to 
quit, and lighting where resistance was 
offered. 

At a* bakery in one street twelve men 
were wounded. The bakery and several 
adjoining stores were sacked. Finally a 
picket of soldiers appeared and asked the 
plunderers to withdraw, and as they did 
not do sri tho soldiers withdrew. 

Similar scenes wore at tho same time 
being enacted in other quarters of the 
city. Tho railroad shops were completely 
destroyed, as well as the inanu'actorics 
in the vicinity, and their contents thrown 
into the tea. 

While the mob w.u engiged in s icking 
the National Biscuit factory a picket ar- 
rived, and tho mob not retiring tho sol- 
diers opened lire, killing one of the 
rioters and wounding four others. Iiy 
this time, however, tho crowd numbered 
1,000, and i.ltlmugli repeatedly charged 
by the police, who employed sabres, it 
stood its ground, although some twenty 
of ils numbers were killed and seriously 
wounded. 

Viewed from the beach the scene on 
tho hill was horrible as the police were 
then with sabres in hand, charging here 
and there. The mob offered some resist- 
ance and wounded several policemen, but 
older was temporarily restored with the 
assis aiice of two tresli pickets and by 
stationing another company of artillery 
near Baron railway station. 

By D p.m., the mob had almost disap 
peared to tho drinking shops and grojj- 
gerios. At the time the foregoing scenes 
wore being enacted many others of a sim-. 
ilar class wore in progress in other par's. 
At 7 p.m., a body of police charged on 
the mob and took five prisoners. 

At the same time a band of rioters 
parsed through Visitnria street, smashing 
doors, windows, lamps, etc., and cryirs;, 
"Pillage ! Pillage !" They plundered 
many houses situated on tho Delicius, and 
there was not u single soldier there. Dur- 
ing the night tho streets were patrolled 
by troops. 

At 2:20 p.m. tho cavalry pickets made 
Bevoral charges in the A maud rat, where 
the stores worn being sacked. In Ootidel] 
street the mob attacked some jewelry 
Btoroa. The pickets arrived after nil was 
over. At 8 p.m. trains arrived with a 
ba,tallion commanded by General Val- 
dievess, and subsequently a corps of 500 
Btron" also came. The commander of 
tho poll o had almost; fraternized with 
the strikera. On ihri hills around Val- 
paraiso many outrages and robberies were 
committed. 

At Santiago somewhat similar lioting 
occurred at a session c f ihe deputies.

It is said that during his visit to 
Russia the emperor felt at every turn where 
the policy of the state was concerned, the 
need of an old adviser. He wishes now to 
submit to him the results of that visit in 
oonneotlou with his other visits and com- 
lnunioatiuus with tho crowned heads of Eu- 
rope. Should they come to an agreement 
on all points and harmony he re-established 
between tho emperor and prince, it 
in by no means boyon 1 the bounds 
of probability that tho tailor would ho re- 



instated in his position of tutorial olmnenl- 
lir, with some modifications, During a dis- 
cussion about the disarmament at Pctorltof, 
tho Czar saiit ho was willing to disarm, but 
he did not think that France could bo in- 
duced to lay down the musket unless Alsate 
was restored to her. This Her 'Majesty of 
England, who hud become u power iu the 
counsels of Germany, approves and she has 
further advised I he Kniperor to sound Aus- 
tria on the Subject of disarmament. Of 
course this involves the settlement of the 
question of the Dulkans aortas an indispensi- 
hie preliminary, accordingly the meeting of 
the two emperors at an early date at aoiou 
point in Silesia 1ms been agreed upon. 

Prince Bismarck has hitherto been in- 
flexihly opposed to tho restoration of con- 
quered provinces to France. If ho will 
now consent to it, it is declared that his re- 
turn to power is assured, " He himself will 
bo asked to approach therewith an oiler to 
restore the provinces and a proposition to 
disarm. 

Theso Schemes accomplished, the Era- 
psror will devote his life to bettering the 
condition of the working classes. This stu- 
pendous plan of the young Emperor needs 
assistance to carry it out. With Alsace and 
Lorraine iu his hands, to give or keep, he 
lv>! !- I he kiy of the si unit ton, and with the 
consent, support und assistance of the iron 
chancellor (he plan is not impracticable. 

KAISER WILLIAM AND BISMARCK. 

An English M. P., who has just visited 
Germany, and had special opportunities 
of ascertaining tho popular feeling to- 
wards tho German Emperor, writos: — 
"When I visited Germany last year, the 
quiet and most peaceable of tho German 
legislators and leaders of public opinion 
weie very losorvcd in giving th ir opinion 
of the young German Emperor. If was 
believed on all sides that he was dashing, 
reckless and fond of war. This v ew is 
en i irely changed, and with h a many re- 
form-? he has not made a single mistake. 
A well known German legislator on the 
Rhino slid to me that the people aie 
greatly relieved because Bismarck has 
gone, and the affairs of the nation arc 
being pushed forward vigorously, but in 
the interests of peace. ' Bismarck,' he 
says, "i3 milking a great mistake in show- 
ing ill-temper and grairing interviews to 
the newspapers — a thing ho would nit 
permit another retired sta'esman to do it 
In were still Chancellor of the Empire. 
Ho professes friendship for the Emperor, 
but the Emperor known how bitter he is 
and how much he is doing and saying to 
prove I hat Gel many is not getting on well 
wi hout him. The othcrday ho denounced 
tho giving up of great possessions in Af- 
rica fur Heligoland, which latter, ho says, 
he could have got for nothing. Bismarck 
retired with a great mime but people will 
forget his services if ho continues to try 
to stir up people against tho Emperor.' 
'How do you account for the Emperor's 
popularity]' 1 asked. 'Well,' replied my 
German friend, 'the poor c untry people 
were l igliteiied when ho came in o 
power. They thought In; wanted war. Ho 
has .shown a great desire for peace with 
Ifnglmid ami Russia. Hi; ia now friendly 
with his mother and the people under- 
stand him. He allows himself their 
friend. He is also a great friend to ihe 
soldier. 1 can give you proofs of this. In 
Bismarck's time it was difficult to got pro- 
motion in the army unless you wore a 
relation of a prince or someone of title, for 
they worship litles here. .Since the Em- 
peror came into power he h is changed all 
this, and over ami over again good mili- 
tary men, but unknown, have been raised 
to high promotion. He also makes the 
officers work hard and do their duty. I 
dare say yon have heard tin; story about 
his visit to the military school in Berlin. 
Every officer in turn lias to give lessons 
on some subject to tin* soldiers from half- 
past six to half-past seven every morning. 
The Emperor went one morning, at half- 
past six, but found the officer had not ar- 
rived. II • at once loo-; up the work and 
gave the lessons. At seven o'clock the 
officer arrived and the Emperor gave ovor 
the work and quietly said 'good morning 1 
on leaving. The officer expected to bo 
dismissed and was kept a fortnight iu sus- 
pense. At the end of that time he re- 
ceived a present from the Emperor. lt 
was an alarum clock.
